He pointed out that in Apr 1944 the Technical Standards Committee for SCREEN tech- 
nique was founded, the work of which, however, came to naught with the collapse. 

Many discussions took place in the past 5 yrs for the purpose of reviving this 
Technical Standards Committee with corresponding stimulation emanating also from 
industries in this field. In the meantime negotiations took place in the West 
among SCREEN manufacturers from Fbance, Belgiui^Holland, and England for the pur- 
pose of agreeing on the question of mesh designations (that is, nomenclature, etc.) 
the outcome of which found expression in data published by the "Bitom (I don't 
know what this is: R) 

In the East a Technical Standards Commission (sic) was formed within the competence 
of the Technical Office (or bureau or chamber: R) which has already been very suc- 
cessful in its endeavors. 

Mr. DANNIEN asked Dir.BONGERT to give a report on the status of the standardizing 
SCREEN TECHNIQUE in the W es t. (NB: this word SCREEN, as used in the German, is 
the generic term for anything like a porous barrier; also note that the speci fic 
term uew’obe , that is mesh , was used earlier: R) 

Director BONGERT said that the negotiations in the BITOM were continuing with in- 
clusion of the Y/est German SCREEN Industry. A number of meetings of all western 

European SCREEN manufacturers have Meeting taken place during which a system of 
screen designations were suggested by BITOM based on standardized numbers; that is 
to say, on 25.4 mm as the unit of length

A thorough discussion Showed that -chose present were not merely agreed on the name 
of the future Technical Standards Committee - "Siebtechnik" - but considered it 
fully justified. 

... Mr. MARX asked for clarification as to whether the standardization of METAL 
CLOTH was to be included. Mr, IVERS was of -the ppinion that this could be done 

if occasion arises in this particular field ("in its own work-sphere"). Mr. MARX 

was however ^requested to inquire of the METAL CLOTH (fabric) SOCIETY if standard- 
ization is desired in this field. 

NB: to show the tenor of the meeting t- STEEL WIRE and STEEL Y/IRE PRODUCTS norms were 
discussed. "The suggestion of the Tech. Standards Committee 'STEEL WIRE & STEEL ’WIRE 
NORMS’ rests (is based) on f the organization of the corresponding WEST GERMAN ECONOMIC 
STRUCTURE. ..." 

Whether or not -the METAL FABRIC industry will be asked to collaborate depends on Mr. 
MAEX's inquiries.
